GOIN’ FOR A RIDE 

With so many Hamptons Police cruisers going 
by with people riding behind bars in the back, 
observers could have been forgiven for thinking 
that there was a crime wave spreading across 
our area. But the police revealed this week 
that the majority of the cruisers in question 
were likely part of a program called Hamptons 
Police Ride-Along. The pilot program, which the 
department feels was a great success and which 
will be expanded dramatically over the next few 
weeks, allows registered users to schedule 
a Ride-Along in a Hamptons Police cruiser 
to travel anywhere within the department’s 
jurisdiction, much like a taxi. First, a Ride- 
Along customer requests a Ride-Along using 
an app downloaded onto a mobile device. The 
Hamptons Police then tap into secret federal 
databases to pinpoint the precise location of 
the Ride-Along customer—there’s no need to 
agree upon a meeting place, the Hamptons 
Police locates customers via. satellite. Using 
a computerized dispatch system, Hamptons 
Police Ride-Along dispatches a cruiser with a 
planned route that best suits the specific Ride- 
Along customer’s needs. “This is a win-win,” 
said police spokesman Larry Hirsch during a 
press conference. “Let’s face it, most of the 
time our officers are out driving their beats 
all by themselves, with the backseats empty. 


_ It’s lonely, and it’s a waste. This way, they 


have company, they earn the department cash 
money in fares—and, not for nothing, Ride- 
Along customers get where they want to go.” 
After the Hamptons Police has recovered the 
startup costs for the new program—Hirsch 
says the department spent close to $800,000 
for software development and upgrades to 
its communications equipment—they will 
negotiate a fare-sharing deal with their officers. 
Hirsch says that base fares run from $10 to get 
from Sag Harbor to Bridgehampton to $140 
to go from Flanders to Montauk. By paying 
a surcharge, customers can get high-speed 
service complete with flashing lightbar. 


MASS INSOMNIA 

Medical personnel report receiving hundreds 
of calls this past week from residents who were 
finding it difficult to sleep. Surprisingly, far from 
complaining about noise keeping them up, 
these tired callers were in agreement that their 
sleeplessness was due to their homes being 
“too quiet. These people all live in the flight 
path of the airport,” explains Hamptons Sleep- 
Deprivation Officer Edwina Luft, “and they had 
become accustomed to the rumble and ‘choppita- 
choppita’ of planes overhead to lull them to sleep. 
Now that the airport has been closed to takeoffs 
and landings at night, they can’t sleep.” Luft 
recommends a combination of pills and alcohol 
as a miracle cure for insomnia. ga

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You Shot What? 


Here Are the Record Low Golf Scores on All the Courses in the Hamptons

here are 18 golf courses on the eastern end 
of Long Island and each of them celebrates 
when somebody breaks the course record. 
Also, if you call the courses and ask just about 
anyone who answers, they will tell you who 
holds the course record. These records are 
as sacred to golf clubs as the records held by 
Mickey Mantle or Babe Ruth in baseball. 
Finally, it should be said that the golf courses 
that have the bragging rights for the lowest 
scores of all are not an idication its membership 
is the best at the game, or that the course is the 
easiest to play or any other hocus pocus. Low 
scores just happen. Here on the East End, the 
lowest round ever turned in was a 59 at the 
Montauk Downs State Park Golf Course by P.J. 
Cowan in 1991. The club was not called that at 
the time. And the course as it existed at that 
time was one of the most difficult on the East 
End. Built by Bobby Jones during the 1920s, 
it was, when built, a links course, like you 
might see in Scotland. It was (and still is) on 
rolling hills with unobstructed views of Lake 
Montauk and the Atlantic Ocean. Great players 
of that era played it. And it was called the 
Montauk Downs Golf Links when P.J. Cowan, 
a professional golfer who played it, won some 


lesser known tournaments in America during 
the 1990s, (including the New York State Open) 
which he won three times. The records at 
Montauk are two records, the one Cowan won 
prior to a major renovation of the course 
when the county took it over, and the one Paul 
Dickinson set after the renovation done by 
Robert Trent Jones Jr. (which this writer thinks 
made the course easier), of 64. 

There are some extraordinary stories about 
some of these golf records, and I will start with 
probably the most extraordinary of them. 

The year was 1986, and the U.S. Open was 


held at the Shinnecock Hills Golf Club in> 


Southampton, one of the oldest golf courses 
in the country, and people wondered if Andy 
North, who had won it the year before, could 
do it again. North fell behind early, too far to 
make it back up with the leaders, but for most 
of the match, during the first three contests, 
Greg Norman, the Australian shark known for 
coming up from behind to sneak off with a win, 
stayed well ahead. He faded on the last day 
however, and three other golfers dueled it out 
until almost the end until Raymond Floyd, age 
43, got a stroke or two ahead and at the end 
held off the others to win. Floyd at 43 that year 
became the oldest golfer ever to win the U.S. 
Open, before or since. (Cont'd on next page)

The Open was played at Shinnecock once 
again in 1995, but Floyd did not compete. He 
was on the senior tour by that time. But what 
is extraordinary is that two years after that, at 
the age of 54, Floyd came back to eastern Long 
Island to play a private round at the National 
Golf Links, the exclusive course just next to 
the Shinnecock and on that occasion shot a 62, 
which is that course’s record. We can’t confirm 
this, but besides being the oldest golfer to win 
the Open, he might well be the oldest golfer 
to hold a record low score on a course on the 
eastern end of Long Island. 

As for the Shinnecock Hills Golf Club, founded 
by William K. Vanderbilt, Duncan Cryder and 
Edward Meade in 1891 and believed to be the 
oldest golf club in America, the record is... wait 
a minute! It was just broken this past season. It 
is not only the oldest course here, but it is the 
newest low score. In 2014, Kevin Stadler shot a 
62 on the Shinnecock, an amazing acheivement 
as many golfers believe Shinnecock to be among 
the most difficult courses here. 

Another interesting:story involves the course 
record at the South Fork Country Club in 


Amagansett. This is not the hardest course on 
the East End, but this story is quite something 
nevertheless. The course record was set by 
Zach Grossman in 2006, when he shot a 63. 
The interesting part is that he was 13 years old 
when he did this, and he never did it again—yet. 

Here are the course records for the golf 
courses on the eastern end of Long Island, and 
where appropriate, brief stories about them.

Pluto Gone? 


As Our Rocket Streaks Past Pluto, Consider Pluto Is No Longer Pluto

Y ou know the feeling you get when something 
new comes out? It’s exciting. Last year it 
was the fitness tracker. This year, so far, it’s the 
iWatch. What will they think of next? 

I remember the first time I got that exciting 
feeling. It was Pluto. I was six years old at the 
time, and that day, for the first time, my parents 
took me to the Hayden Planetarium in New 
York City. They had this big exhibit of the solar 
system at that time on the ceiling in the lobby 
just outside the main theater. There were little 
tracks attached to the ceiling from which hung 
small spheres that spun around very slowly and 
at the same time moved in gentle circles around 
the “sun,” a big beach ball affair in the center. 
The third one out from the sun was the Earth. 
Beyond the Earth were Mars, Jupiter, Saturn, 
Uranus and Neptune. And then there was, way 
out near the edge of the ceiling, a new planet. 

“That’s Pluto,” my dad said. “They just 
discovered it out there. It was found just ten 
years before you were born.” 

Imagine that. We learn something new every 
day. There were new, stronger telescopes. And 
there was Pluto, a beautiful new planet. What 
would the planetarium do if there were even 
newer telescopes discovering further planets? 


They’d have to make a bigger room for the 
planetarium, is what I thought. 

Well, the exhibit is no longer in the Hayden 
Planetarium, and the planetarium, rebuilt, is 
now called the Rose Center for Earth and 
Space. As for the solar system, there were no 
more planets discovered. In fact, nine years 
ago, Pluto got thrown out of the solar system. | 
couldn’t believe it. There was this big meeting 
of all the scientists and it was discussed and 
discussed and on September 15, 2006, an article 
appeared in The New York Times declaring that 
the conclusion had been reached that Pluto 
was not a planet at all. There were lots of other 
“bodies” in the Kuiper Belt where Pluto was. 
Many of them became comets and got hurled 
dangerously in the direction of Earth. Pluto 
was now just to be called number 134340. 
And you couldn’t call the earlier 134339 “bodies” 
planets either. 

There were several things wrong with this. 
By 1978, it was known that a moon called 
Charon was circling Pluto. In 2005, scientists 
discovered two more moons, Nix and Hydra. 
Very impressive. And then, very dramatically, 
on January 19, 2006, NASA fired a rocket 
ship off from Cape Canaveral headed for this 
busy planet and its herd of moons. It was not 
intended to crash land on Pluto. It was intended 


to fly by this far distant planet at 7,800 miles 
from it—about the distance from New York to 
Hong Kong and probably too high for anyone 
there (on Pluto, not Hong Kong) to see it. It 
had a camera, and it would take thousands 
and thousands of pictures at this closest point 
during a span of about 23 minutes, send them 
back to us (it takes 4.5 hours at the speed of 
light), then skitter off out of the solar system 
and off into who knows where. 

What a sorry business. Billions of dollars are 
spent. They fire the thing off. Six months later 
the planet is delisted. And now, nine years later, 
last Tuesday at 7:49 in the morning, traveling 
at 10 miles a second, it passes what is just 
considered a “body” known as 134340. 

And they make such a big deal about it. 
Here’s how The Times rhapsodized it a week 
before it passed.

Reading Chapters from a Book on Streetcorners in the Hamptons

| n 2008, as | approached my 70th birthday, | 
got to thinking that as a newspaper publisher 
and editor, I ought to write all this stuff down. 
Newspaper publishers, and particularly editors, 
get to see so much of what is going on in 
a community, especially if they do it for a 
long time. I had been doing it for 50 years 
at that time. 

And there are so few people who 
actually become newspaper publishers 
and editors. Maybe people would like 
to know what that is like, especially in the 
Hamptons, which has gone from being a 
backwater fishing and farming town where 
everybody knows everybody, to one of the 
world’s first-class resorts in an astonishingly 
short amount of time—all on my watch. 

The way to do this, I thought, would be 


chronologically, from the beginning. But then 
how would I fit in the people I wanted in the 
book? The best thing might be to write each 
chapter about an individual and a particular 
adventure I had with that individual. 

For example, there was the loud, unfriendly 
shark-fishing charter boat Captain Frank 
Mundus out at Montauk Harbor, who only went 
after sharks and nothing else. Other captains, 
who fished for swordfish or tuna, said that’s 
not fishing. The fish just come over and you 
shoot them. Frank said the feeling was mutual. 
I was 20 years old that first year I published 
the paper. I was the nice Jewish boy who grew 
up in New Jersey whose father had bought the 
drugstore in Montauk. I'd try to sell Frank an ad. 

“Well, maybe next year,” I said, as | walked 
quickly away from his “no.” He was branding a 
gun at the time. 

Well, that first book published by Random 


House, came out, filled with stories about all 
these people from Mundus right through to 
Billy Joel. It sold well. The New York Times 
reviewer praised it. Newsday reprinted the 
Mundus chapter in its entirety. But it never 
made the bestseller lists. I was told I didn’t have 
enough celebrities in it. I told them I knew the 
celebrities and they were just, well, nice. I found 
a few stories to tell about them. But there was 
not a Frank Mundus among them. 

That first memoir is still in print, in paperback, 
available wherever books are sold. In 2010, the 
second memoir came out, and we called it /n the 
Hamptons Too. A third memoir, filled with more 
stories about people I knew, came out in 2012. 
Both are also still in print, in hardcover, from 
the State University of New York Press. 

And now comes /n the Hamptons 4Ever, 
which is officially on sale on August 1, 
but seems to have (Cont'd on next page)

begun to appear in bookstores everywhere 
a bit early. 


With all these books, I have held book 


readings in bookstores and have been on radio 
and TV promoting them. But in addition, I have 
had readings of many of these stories at the 
locations where the action took place. I pack 
my car up with a microphone and a battery- 
powered portable amplifier and speaker, a 
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table, a stack of books, a folding chair, bug 
spray and suntan lotion and a few balloons and 


‘a big sign, two-feet-by-three, that has the image 


of the book cover on it and head out. 

I’m a one-man band. I've read to crowds of 
people in the Bridgehampton Starbucks, on the 
beach in front of the Andy Warhol Compound in 
Montauk, in front of a particular liquor store in 
Southampton, by the windmill at Southampton 
College, in front of a farm in North Sea, at the 
beach in Amagansett where the Nazis landed 
and even on the little Sagg Bridge that separates 
Wainscott from Sagaponack. 

When | am on private property | ask for 
permission ahead of time. When | am on 
public property, well, ’'m a taxpayer and for 
assemblages of fewer than 50 people you 
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don’t need a permit. They call that freedom 
of speech. - 

And so, this summer, I am doing it again. One 
day you will find me on the eastern shore of Old 
Town Pond in Southampton, at the site where 
in 1990 the town buried a time capsule which 
was to be opened in 2040, but which instead, 
three years later, somebody dug up and stole. 
Another day, you will find me at Camp Hero 
where my buddy John Keeshan and I climbed 
around amidst all the stuff abandoned at that 
former military base. People I write about in this 
edition, among 35 others, are Ira and Ingeborg 
Rennert, Dr. Oz and John Darden, an African- 
American friend of mine with whom | played 
golf and, by putting an ad in the paper with our 
picture in it advertising “OUR GOAL—To Play 
Every Golf Course in the Hamptons—We are 
both WASPS listed in the Social Register,” got to 
play in a lot of private clubs. 

There are also chapters in this new book, 
for the first time, that are simply stories lifted 
right out of the pages of Dan’s Papers, because 
each and every one of them is about something 
that never happened, but which I hoped people 
would believe happened. These chapters are 
about the Hampton Subway, the lions that were 
imported to eat all the deer on the East End, 
the big 20-foot-tall steel gas ball in a field in Sag 
Harbor that, though just a utilitarian place for 
our power company to store fuel was, in fact, 
at one time, the canvas upon which a drunk 
but inspired Jackson Pollock produced his very 
largest drip painting—quickly painted over in 
green by the executives at LIPA soon after. 
You'll also read the ad we once ran in Dan’s 
Papers selling the McKenzie Seagull Whistle, 
which you kept in your beach buggy and, if 
stuck in the sand, blew into to get teams of 
seagulls to fly over and push you out.

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can affect the homes you will consider as we use homes differently in the 
diverse seasons. 

Who will look after the home and perform maintenance —you will be buying a 
valuable asset and with homeowning anywhere there is upkeep and maintenance 
that will need to be taken care of. Obviously less with newer homes, but take

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n a bright summer day, a slight breeze blows from the east and the cry 

of a gull is heard in the distance as a set of privet-sheltered gates open 

to reveal a Belgian block edged, pea grit driveway. The driveway leads 
to the North Haven home of fashion designer Nicole Miller and her husband Kim 
Taipale, a financier and partner at Stillwell Holding. Tucked ever so neatly into the 
trees on the edge of a creek, the home, designed in the 1980s by noted architect 
Francis Fleetwood, is the ideal representation of Hamptons style, replete with 
traditional snake shingles, bright white trim and a perfectly peaked roof. 

The traditional sensibility of Fleetwood’s clean architectural aesthetic flows 
across the dark wood floors in the foyer and then spills out in the sunlit great 
room traversing gracefully to the window-lined dining room. The eye travels up 
white walls to the vaulted ceiling in the great room before taking in the view of the 
swimming pool, rambling dock and the beckoning creek beyond. Contemporary 
art by the likes of Andy Warhol, Eric Fisch!, April Gornik and David Salle graces 
ine walls. A stunning resin sculpture, covered in metal leaf, by Bryan Hunt is, 
Taipale explains, set high in the vault of the ceiling beneath a window to “catch 
the light perfectly just twice a year.” 

Brightly colored rugs by Jonathan Adler are the perfect backdrop to Miller's 
eclectic assemblage of mid-century modern furniture. “Fortunately my husband 
and | agree on all the furniture so there was not a problem there,” Miller says 
during a tour of her home. A pair of Art Deco black leather and metal chairs by 
Warren MacArthur and a table by Willy Rizzo anchor the living room. Chic Norman 
Cherner chairs for the entertaining island that sits between the kitchen and living 
room, both connecting and separating the spaces, are Miller's most recent find. 
Vibrant glass vases dot the fireplace mantle under a bold Donald Baechler skull 
painting. The vintage, wooden pink flamingo that Miller picked up in Dallas and 
toted home in an airport shopping bag corroborates her admission that she likes 
to “pick up quirky things when | travel.” A paddleboard, designed by Miller for 
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Evelyn Lauder’s Breast Cancer Research Foundation (BCRF) Paddle for Pink 
event last summer—a paddleboard that she says, “will never get used because 
i's now a piece of art”—rests against the wall. Stacks of books throughout the 
hore sit at the ready for moments of leisure and inspiration. 

Drawn to and inspired by the water, Miller and Taipale went house hunting for 
a retreat close to the water in the Hamptons. In 1997, the pair stumbled upon 
what would become their North Haven home. “We loved the fact that it was on 
the water,” says Miller. “It had a boat dock and we're really into the water sports. 
We spend a lot of time wake boarding and waterskiing. We were looking at a lot 
of different houses and | think the water is what really sold us.” 

The couple worked closely with Fleetwood over the years, first adding a dining 
room. An expansive porch and upper deck would follow for this entertaining 
couple. “I'm not a tent kind of girl,” recounts Miller. “But | have to say, before we 
had the porch we would rent a tent. It would fit right against our house so it almost 
didn’t look like a tent. | would decorate the inside and we would do the banquet 
table right there.” 

The pair, who host one or two big dinner parties over the summer, soon tired 
of the tent. “One year my husband got so caught up with tent problems and he 
said, ‘if we ever have a dinner party again we're putting up a porch because I'm 
not dealing with this tent situation again.’” The tent is long-gone, in its place a 
wide, covered porch is roomy enough for a long banquet table that seats 40. 
“Niow we do cocktails upstairs which is great, we have a great view. We have 
cocktails upstairs and then everybody comes down and has dinner here.” 

Miller and Taipale met with Fleetwood before his untimely passing in May to 
design a renovation that will add three guestrooms as well as enlarge the living 
room and fireplace, with work commencing this fall. "He just planned the new 
renovations we're going to do in September. He was such a sweet man,” says 
Miller.

| had the small herbs and everything in the middle. Tomatoes and everything and 
the very outside was cucumbers. Every weekend | came out and | was weeding 
that thing like mad. We took one week off, we went to Martha's Vineyard, and we 
came back and it was so overrun with weeds and | was like, that’s tt I'm never 
doing that again. We ripped out the whole thing and that was it.” 

While she might eschew gardening, Miller is very much at home in her gracious 
kitchen with its white cabinets topped by black counters and professional 
stainless steel appliances. A quaint collection of wine corks from parties past, 
colorful vases and petite pots filled with heros—cilantro, basil, mint—perch on a 
window ledge above the sink. At the end of a quick jaunt across the back porch 
(past a set of waders and hunter boots at the back door), over lawn passing the 
bluestone rimmed gunite swimming pool and brick sundeck, and down the dock 
is one of Miller’s favorite spots for clamming. “Right out there | go clamming. | 
have like a great clamming spot. | think | can get about four dozen clams,” she 
says. Miller serves them chopped up with corn, parsley and hot peppers after 
steaming them, making her version of linguini and clam sauce. 

The avid cook appreciates the close proximity to Sag Harbor. “We just loved the 
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little village and the community.” Favorite haunts for the pair, and their teenage 
son, Palmer, include Tutto il Giorno for paccheri, Baron’s Cove for seafood stew, 
Cavaniola’s for cheese, Sag Harbor Baking Company for sweet treats, the Red 
Horse Market in nearby East Hampton for mozzarella and basil and the farmers 
markets for everything in between. 

Contemplating how her time in the Hamptons inspires and influences her 
designs, “It’s good to be working on the season that you're in,” says Miller. “I think 
it helos being out here in that mode and seeing what you con't have to wear. Or 
seeing what you'd like to wear or what you're missing.” 

When not on the water and sporting her new line of brightly colored and flora 
rash guards “perfect for wake boarding,” Miller can be spotted making the 
rounds at some of the most exclusive events in the Hamptons (this year she'll 
co-chair LongHouse Reserve's annual gala), and she says she may spend some 
time perusing the many art fairs and local East Hampton galleries, with an eye 
toward finding something for a bare space in the living room. “Does that look 
naked?” she asks, pointing to a high point on the wall, vaulted and separating 
the great room, as her eye squints in thought. One can almost see her interior 
design process at work before she declares, “We need a triangle or oval 
or something.” a 
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oe Farrell wants to play in the dirt. 

Don’t try to stop him. 

The founder and president of the largest building company in the 
Hamptons is seated in the conference room of his office in Bridgehampton, 
sun streaming in through the glass enclosure as if ordered on cue. He isn’t 
pinstriped up, no suit or corporate airs. The man has his hands in every aspect 
of Farrell Building Company, every day, and he likes nothing more than to get 
those hands dirty. 

“! have mud all over me right now,” he says with an openly joyful pride in the 
vestige of his visit to a job site on Lumber Lane. “| was just telling someone, 
this is the 400th project I’ve done, and | don’t tire of it. Ever. Being in the dirt, 
digging holes, | love ripping stuff apart and putting it back together.” 

The enthusiasm is infectious from the man whose company delivered 39 
houses last year and has created not just a definitive style but a market 
within the Hamptons real estate market itself. With their distinctive looks and 
creative culture—his homes are designed quickly, built quickly, sold quickly, 
and clients include the likes of Kelly Ripa and Bill O’Reilly—Farrell is, without 
question, a brand name. 

“| don’t think there’s been a brand like us before in the Hamptons. There’s 
5 or 6 great builders here, but by accident we have a brand. It wasn’t by 
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design,” he admits. “It’s by design now that we’re really building up the 
brand—now that, 6 or 7 years ago, we realized we had one.” 

The self-deprecation comes across genuinely, mixed as it is with the traits 
of tough business acumen and professional passion that Farrell is known 
for. Yes, he’s built a massive team of talent that allows him to produce more 
homes that his competitors—“My managers are so good at what they do, it’s 
like we're a building company with 15 or 17 builders within the company,” 
he says—a team complete with fulltime lawyers and a paralegal, marketing 
experts and architects and engineers who he praises at every turn. Yet it is his 
vision that remains clearly at the fore, not just for the company at the top but 
right down to its most granular level. “I’m the guy who, when we buy property, 
| know exactly how to lay that property out. I'll take a piece of paper and just 
draw a shape and then I'll box it up inside and say ‘this room goes here, this 
room goes here,’” he says. “That’s always been my gift—space.” 

Farrell had a sense of this calling some four decades ago—“! used to 
build really great tree houses when | was 13,” he notes—and can trace his 
inspiration back to an even earlier time. “In fourth grade | moved onto a 
street in Dix Hills, and | used to follow this builder around. | moved onto a 
street with nine houses, and this guy built all the shells. And he used to drive 
a Coupe de Ville Cadillac. In 1971, if you had a Cadillac, man, that was the 
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Joe'Farrell on his signature style, pursuing passions and creating 
the most dominant building brand in the Hamptons -

So | went through architecture 
in high school, | won the awards, but | went into 
finance, fortunately, not architecture. | didn’t have 
any money to buy a piece of land to build, or else 
| would have started building when | was 238. So | 
took a different route, | became an oil trader when 
| was 27, | made some money, | saved some 
money, and | bought a piece of land in ’95.” Upon 
that land in Brookville he built a spec house, sold 
it, and upon that success he’d build his empire. 

Over nearly two decades, Farrell has followed the 
beat of his own drum in striving to separate his firm 
from the pack. “We don’t design a house from an 
elevation,” he says by way of example. “A lot of 
architects will design and say, ‘It’ll be a beautiful 
elevation,’ then you go into the house and there 
will be lousy rooms, or there won’t be enough 
windows to see the beautiful view. We always 
develop the floor plan first, and then come up with 
the elevation throughout the great floor plan.” 


HAMPTONS 


He sticks with what works, while also evolving. 
Give the market what it wants, keeping ahead 
of trends and making them his own. “The trend 
is modern. | don’t do ‘modern modern’ houses, 
because | think they need to be on the water 
and places like that. But 3 years ago we really 
went modern on the interiors, kitchens, cabinetry, 
faucets, tiles—but leaving a traditional exterior. 

“My wife, Kristen Farrell, took on the design of all 
the interiors and exteriors about 15 months ago. 
She’s done so many houses over the years with 
me here, and our own_ houses, she’s 
a huge talent. We have an_ architect 


that works with her full time, so now they take the 
plans when they’re done from the architect, the 
plans go right to her and her team and the house 
gets a feel, right down to the exterior, the paint 
colors, the siding we’re using, right down to the 
interior, the stones, the faucets we’re using—so 
we have elevated our game three notches in the 


last 15 months, so our interiors are unbelievable. 

Farrell used to do this work himself, “and we 
were good, really good, but now there are so 
many builders who’ve come here, from all over 
the island, from New York City—dentists, doctors, 
everybody’s a builder now, and there are spec 
houses everywhere. | really felt it was the time to 
really separate ourselves from everyone else, and 
we have.” 

His company’s success has not come without its 
detractors, a fact Farrell openly acknowledges. Size 
has aided his growth and abetted the naysayers. 
“Being big has helped us be efficient, build quickly 
and maintain an incredible level of quality, because 
we have so many people who work just for us. 
It’s not like new subs here, new subs there—it’s 
the same trimmers on every house, the same 
plumbers. 

“A lot of people look at us, especially the 
competition that CONTINUED ON NEXT PAGE 
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wants to criticize us because we get it done so 
quickly, and they say “You can’t build that way, 
that quickly, with quality.’ And it’S nonsense. 
Complete nonsense. It takes a certain amount 
of man hours to build a house, and if everything 
is ordered when it should be ordered and it’s all 
waiting for you, you’re not waiting for it, and you go 
by the job site six days a week and you see a ton 
of cars and trucks and you see 50 people every 
day, you can build a great house in 6 months. If 
you add up all the down time and waiting time in 
these other people’s projects, there’s a year a half, 
two years. Is the quality better? No.” 

His approach is a function of the times we live in. 
It’s driven by a clientele that is in turn driven by the 
breakneck pace of a world ever more consuming. 
“Our lives have gotten so busy with gadget, the 
internet, constant emails, that our days fly ON? 
says Farrell, upon whom the concept of home 
being where the hearts is does not get lost. “My 
clients have more money than they have time left. 
They don’t want to lose a summer, it's just too 
precious, too valuable. 

“All the people who summer 
out here, these are the 
greatest times of their lives, 
from Memorial Day to Labor 
Day with their families in these 
homes. And they want that 
summer. It means everything 
to them. During the week, 
they’re crazy. They’re nuts, 
they’re stressed. They come 
here, they’re on their bikes, 
they’re at the beach, and they 
want it done. And that’s the 
kind of business we get— 
their lives are too fun, too 
important, they don’t want a 
three-year job. They want to 
get it done.” 

He’s has taken that same get- 
it-done approach down the 
coastline to Point Manalapan, 
Florida, just south of Palm 
Beach. A few years ago he 
began building a house there for himself and found 
that “the overhead was so much that it made 
more sense for me to build four houses than one, 
because | wanted to hire some really talented full- 
time people. So we started a business, all around 
building my own house. So within 2 years, we're 
just finishing our fifth and sixth house, and we have 
a lot of spec, and now we have $30 million houses 
on the ocean.” 

He may be making his mark in the Sunshine 
State, but Farrell isn’t leaving the Hamptons 
any time soon. He loves what he has here. The 
market’s potential and its resiliency in crises like 
the one that hit in 2008. That doesn’t mean he 
doesn’t see warning signs for the future, of course. 

“There are so many guys out here, and | see them 
overpaying for land, and they’re asking prices that 
are absurd,” he says, truly astonished. “They're 
building on main roads where you’d never see a 
house—they’re building on every piece of dirt they 
can find, in front of all the traffic. And | think in the 
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next downturn you’re going to see a lot of guys 
hit. There’s a lot of spec houses for sale right now. 

“I have a lot for sale, but it sells pretty steadily, and 
I'm taking the foot off the gas a little. In 2011 we 
really stepped on it, but there was nobody building. 
We were pretty much alone. Because they couldn’t 
borrow. Everyone was scared—including me. In 
the future | think you'll see less builders, | think a 
lot will be washed out in the next downturn. We're 
in a very long bull market right now, we're in our 
sixth year—that’s a long time. But for the moment 
the world looks okay.” 

He speaks with the optimistic tenor of man with 
no rearview mirror, who has his priorities aligned 
with personal and professional passions. “| take a 
tremendous amount of time off with my children— 
that’s a regret |’ll never have, which most people 
like me regret because they work too much.” If 
there’s anything he might even think about doing 
differently, he notes, it’s that “I did all this with very 
little leverage, because | was terrified of going bust. 
So | wish | leveraged. | don’t really look back, I’m 
not one of those people, because I’m grateful for 


The beauty of a Farrell home resonates inside and out 


what | did. But | was very conservative. People 
think I’m crazy—| have 28 spec houses. But | have 
no debt. If the market tanks tomorrow, | tell my 
wife we’ll go furniture shopping and be in the rental 
business. So | have a plan B, C and D. So, | didn’t 
use enough debt. But | really have no regrets.” 

You can’t look back if you’re constantly looking 
ahead like Farrell. Whether it’s the building in 
Southampton for Gold Coast Bank, of which he’s 
part owner, 830 self-storage units in Port Jefferson 
or 160 apartments in Newburgh, New York, Farrell 
is keeping his company moving forward into new 
territory. “We're going in that direction, because 
when the music stops—which it will—we’re going 
to have other things to do, because | have all these 
people | have to keep busy.” 

As for himself, Farrell does make sure to balance 
work and family time, his office joyfully close to his 
Bridgehampton home known as the Sandcastle. 
The Bridgehampton property with amenities such 
at the basketball court and indoor half-pipe, and 


summer renters like Beyoncé and Jay-Z, has 
become part of Hamptons real estate lore. For 
all its grand image, its origin story began simply, 
when the land was offered to him by the widow 
of a friend, Ahmet Ertegun, who was the head 
of Atlantic Records. Farrell was able to purchase 
44 acres for $11 million, then sold off 2 acres for 
$5.5 million plus a building contract, and then 
he turned to building his own home. Combining 
aspects of homes from a few other clients, he 
designed the house not just from the ground up, 
but from below ground up. 

“! wanted this great basement, | wanted a bowling 
alley | wanted a squash court, | wanted a spa, | 
wanted this crazy kids room,” he says with a the 
enthusiasm of a kid given the go-ahead to design 
his own playroom. “So | figure out a footprint for 
this crazy basement, and | designed the basement. 
And that’s how the house became that size—for 
the basement. So here was a footprint, and we 
just filled it in. It’s not as big as they say—it’s like 
17,000 feet, the first two floors, which is huge, and 
the basement is huge, but | did it because | loved 
doing it. It was the most fun 
thing | ever did.” 

Despite ongoing rumors of its 
going on the market, “it was 
never really for sale,” Farrell 
says. But no summer rental 
season would be complete 
without a story about its 
temporary-availability status. 
Not that renting it out was in 
the initial plans. He built the 
home during the real estate 
market implosion, “and during 
the meltdown there was this 
Russian oligarch who heard 
about it and offered me 400- 
and-something thousand 
in rent for 2 weeks, the first 
summer. My wife almost killed 
me, because we had to move 
out like 8 weeks after we 
moved in, but it was only for 

2 weeks,” he adds with a smile. 

“And then the next year | had this woman, she 
rented it for $550,000 for 2 weeks. So | did that 
every summer since then. Every year someone 
offers to rent it for the whole summer—they 
offered me a million and a half dollars for the whole 
summer. Which | would do in a heartbeat and go 
live in a tent, but my wife would kill me,” he laughs. 
“| ast year we rented it for a week for $300,000— 
just a week—to the family of the man who invented 
the Chicken McNugget. The guy had just died and 
they had always cruised Europe, and they just 
wanted to be together and have a beautiful week.” 

For each summer renter, each admirer, the 
Sandcastle is the stuff of which Hamptons dream 
homes are made. As for Farrell himself... 

“When | moved into that house, somebody asked 
me, is that your dream house? And | said, God, 
no. And they looked at me like | had two heads. 
It’s not your dream house?” He pauses, a small 
smile emerging. 

“And | said, | never dreamed that big.” “ 
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Relax, and let Despatch of Southampton do the heavy lifting and | 
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here are so many get-rich-quick schemes for investing hard- 

earned savings in real estate to generate a huge passive income 

through rentals. Wake up—nothing in life is always roses, and not 
everyone can be Kiyosaki’s Rich Dad. This is the list of the Top 5 litigation 
issues that income-producing property owners face incident to living the 
landlord’s dream. 


Purchase/Sale Disputes 

Just getting to the closing table is the purchaser’s first challenge. While the 
real estate brokers may have promised that they negotiated a terrific deal 
where everyone agreed to the price, financing and deposit, what happens 
when the current owners have open building permits that require a Certificate 
of Occupancy and the town decides that the construction wasn’t performed 
to code? Now, the town requires a variance to grant the Certificate of 
Occupancy, which may not be forthcoming. After the purchaser's lender 
declines the loan incident to this news, the purchaser wants the deposit 
back, but the sellers say “no way,” arguing that they are complying with the 
contract of sale by way of making good faith efforts to get the Certificate of 
Occupancy. This results in litigation that can take several years to resolve. 
Beyond title defects (i.e., open permits), there can be other issues that prevent 
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a closing from occurring, such as out-of-possession property lines, seller's 
non-ownership status, restrictive covenants preventing an intended use or 
just the efficient use of the property, existing liens against the real estate, 
current tenant issues with estoppel letters not being forthcoming—and many 
others. Prospective purchasers who are pound-smart rightfully Know that 
spending their pennies on proper due diligence as soon as practicable can 
save real money when getting into the real estate game. Start with a title 
search, perform environmentals, review all current leases and perform a meet 
and greet with tenants, while always being sure to check with the Army Corps 
of Engineers when dealing with waterfront property. Only if everything checks 
out should you even consider being a purchaser. 


Rental/Lease Disputes 

lf you get past the closing table, make sure only to rent your income producing 
property pursuant to a tailored lease that addresses your particular real estate 
needs. Beyond writing down your specific expectatigns in a House Rules (e.g., 
allocation of control and costs between tenants to pump the cesspools) that 
is incorporated by reference into the lease agreement, the lease should also 
identify what bank will be holding the security deposit in satisfaction of the 
General Obligations Law. It’s also wise for CONTINUED ON PAGE 32 
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in a tailored lease that multiplies the rent by two or three times in the event 
that the tenant doesn’t vacate the premises after the expiration of their lease 
term. Further, a clause for attorneys’ fees and costs incident to an eviction 
would serve an income-producing landlord well. Plus, it would be smart to 
label every cost beyond rent as “additional rent” within the lease so that the 
landlord will be able to recover a money judgment accordingly incident to an 
eviction (i.e., failure to so label will result in such monies being unavailable in 
an eviction proceeding). By the way, landlords should put into their operating 
budget the fact that if a tenant is out of possession when it’s finally time to sue 
for unpaid rents, a summary proceeding won't be available and a prolonged 
and costly litigation will be the only option. 


Foreclosure 

lf the tenant isn’t paying rent to the landlord, it becomes problematic for the 
landlord to pay the mortgage and default is often imminent. In such a situation, 
the income-producing landlord may want to quickly contact the lender and 
negotiate a forbearance wherein the lender will provide a time period in which 
the monthly installments will be excused or discounted as a showing of good 
faith to keep the mortgage from entering into default. Should the property 
owner not act quickly, a foreclosure will be brought by the lender who holds 
the note (i.e., the promise to repay as distinguished from the mortgage, which 
is a security in the real estate in the event of non-payment). If a foreclosure is 
brought, one must act promptly in filing a legal document called an Answer 
or risk losing the case merely by default. Should the Answer be properly 
filed and served thereafter, the property owner should thereafter contact the 
lender to commence negotiations for a mortgage modification in order to 
settle the case and avoid losing the property to foreclosure. Understanding 
the lender’s cost-benefit analysis of choosing to foreclose versus negotiating 
a default workout will be the key to keeping the property at this stage of the 
Rich Dad scheme. 


Ownership Disputes 

Many income-producing property owners simply don’t have the requisite 
capital to get into the landlord game on their own in the first place, even 
with financing. However, that often doesn’t stop them, and they become 
investment sponsors who talk their friends into joining them in the Rich Dad 
dream. If these friends are merely passive investors in a common enterprise 
for profits based solely on the efforts of the sponsor, then securities laws 
become applicable and the Attorney General and the SEC may have 
something to say about the ownership structure. This won’t go well. That 
is, unless the sponsor undertook initial diligence through making all requisite 
filings in compliance with both New York's Blue Sky Laws (i.e., Martin Act) 
and Federal Securities Laws. Still further, if the friends become voting partners 
in the entity (ie., a corporation or limited liability company), then everything 
will be fine and dandy until the partners first disagree in their management 
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decisions for the real estate. At that time there will be a corporate dissolution 
lawsuit (i.e., think business divorce), the result of which will be dependent on 
how the By-Laws and/or Operating Agreement were first written when the 
entity was initially formed and also how such writings were complied with 
throughout the entity’s entire existence. Alternatively, if the friends became 
partners through a tenants-in-common ownership structure instead of utilizing 
such corporate formalities, then a partition lawsuit will ensue in the face of 
managerial disagreements. To avoid this drama, it would be best to spend 
those pounds on negotiating a well-drafted partnership agreement (.e., 
By-Laws and/or Operating Agreement) between the investors before even 
considering opening for operations. 


Housing Discrimination 

If an income-producing property owner obtains ownership through a properly 
structured investment (i.e., both the financial with the lender and the equity 
with the partners), drafts a great lease, has reserves to avoid foreclosure, then 
it should be clean sailing, right? Now, the property owner should just exercise 
the inherent right to select or decline any tenant with absolute discretion 
because, after all, it’s the landlord’s property and this is a country where 
freedom rings, right? In 1967, the United States Supreme Court made clear 
that such a right does not exist in the seminal case of Reitman v. Mulkey, 
where the Court held that no private right to discriminate exists. Now, some 
A8 years later the Supreme Court has spoken again in closing the door on any 
discrimination in the case of Texas Department of Housing and Community 
Affairs v. The Inclusive Communities Project, Inc. This time, the Court ruled 
that landlords are not only precluded from direct acts of discrimination (i.e., 
treating people differently on the face of a given act), but that they are also 
precluded from undertaking acts that have unintended secondary effects on 
protected classes of persons. The Supreme Court stated that the purpose 
of permitting these lawsuits, on what is called a disparate impact theory, is 
to “counteract unconscious prejudices and disguised animus that escape 
easy classification as disparate treatment.” In Suffolk County there are 14 
protected classes including Race, Creed, Color, Sex, Gender, Disability, 
Religion, Familial Status, National Origin, Alienage / Citizenship, Marital 
Status, Sexual Orientation, Age, and Lawful Source of Income. On top of 
that, landlords in Suffolk County need to be mindful of the protected classes 
in Federal, State and Local (i.e., City, Town and Village) statutes, as each 
exposes a landlord to a discrimination lawsuit. Simply put, not discussing a 
tenant’s demographics in rentals is the best policy for an income-producing 
landlord who seeks to avoid a lawsuit for direct damages, compensatory 
damages, punitive damages and attorneys’ fees. If you think such a lawsuit 
won't put you out of the landlord game, think again. w

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Contemporary Interiors with a Traditional Twist 


This traditional home in Southampton has been updated with sleek, modern elements for luxe living. 


he quiet Southampton street, lined with trees and curving just so, is 

charming. The house it takes us to Is very “Hamptons,” one might 

say—especially with its wrap-around mahogany porch and blooming 
hydrangeas. Yet past the traditional exterior await the hallmark elements of 
Jacqueline Eaton Garland, of J Eaton Garland Design. From the first step inside 
this transitional home she recently completed it takes a turn to modem. “The foyer 
is a great opportunity to come into the great room and get the ‘wow’ factor of the 
17’ ceilings,” Garland says. Wow indeed. 

“It’s all in the details,” says Garland with a smile as she points out the fireplace — 
composed of a gas insert and hundreds of limestone tiles on a raised hearth, it 
scales up the wall to the vaulted ceiling. “I always look at a project and try to keep 
some of the integrity of the property —like a fireplace —some feature that speaks 
to me. | like having a little part of the old house in a new project.” 

Eor this home Garland and her team, including master carpenter Thomas Prisco 
of T. Michaels Contracting and architect Patricia O’Neill, added only one fie Site 
room, a first-floor junior master. “It needed it,” says Garland with a laugh, showing 
off a second first-floor suite and pointing out the live edge vanity and bronze sink, 
as well as a Zen stone floor sourced locally at Blackman. Much of the interior 
work involved moving the staircases and replacing them with a combination of 
walnut and glass that has become her trademark. 

‘This house had great curb appeal and | saw the potential in it,” she explains, 
gesturing to the front room—once the kitchen—now a sexy lounge with a full 
bar. Prisco, a craftsman ever-attuned to detail, created dark wood cabinets with 
custom inserts from England, pairing them with stone countertops for dramatic 
effect. And in the mudroom and master suite, Prisco took the time to treat rough

sawn oak with a lime wash, a process that took nearly a month. The kitchen 
includes a Wolf stove, Sub-Zero refrigerator, marble countertops and an antique- 
mirror-tiled backsplash. 

Prisco and Garland met in 2000 when she hired him to work on her Manhasset 
home. Later in 2006, she found a house and decided to try her hand at design. 
Five spec houses later, and after many more projects for clients along the way, 
the two have developed a style all their own—a combination of Garland’s keen 
design aesthetic and Prisco’s ability to create virtually anything she envisions. 

“Height creates a mood in a space,” notes Garland, calling our attention to the 
chandelier in the great room. The chandelier, a seemingly weightless amalgamation 
of a hundred or so glass bubbles suspended by wire, was sourced from Currey 
& Co. “| splurge on light fixtures,” she says—this one was $3,000; 

On the lower level a wine room with slate floors and seating for a private party as 
well as 1,800-plus bottles, a yoga room with limestone walls, a laundry room with 
stainless steel penny tiles on the backsplash, and an additional bedroom round 
out the interior spaces. 

"| like the pool house,” says Prisco, who explains that the exposed hemlock 
beams were sourced from Norwich, NY and then cut down to size in his Babylon 
shop. “It's something we just don't ever do. The doors pull out, making it an 
indoor space and an outdoor space.” Seashell quartzite counters and wood-like 
porcelain floors match the beachy fee! of the house. Large firepots by the pergola 
at the end of the gunite pool built by Imperial Pools of Southampton, add drama. 

Garland’s effervescent personality is infectious as she walks us to the door 
with a final thought. “| love what | do. The creative process. Taking a space and 
transforming it. | just love it.”

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Who’s Here

™ en Lipper has won an Academy Award 
for producing The Last Days, written 
bestsellers, been a Deputy Mayor of New York 
City and is currently a Commissioner of the 
Port Authority of New York and New Jersey, 
has appeared in several films, has produced 
three movies, taught at the Columbia School 
of International and Public Affairs, served 
as director of several major corporations, 
is Chairman of Lipper & Co., an investment 
banking firm, has gone on safari in Africa 
several times—living with a tribe of bushmen 
in the Kalahari desert for three weeks on one 
trip—and had his own imprint at Penguin 
books for a series of 24 biographies of famous 
people written by celebrated authors. He 
also was Phi Beta Kappa at Columbia, has a 
law degree from Harvard, an LLM (Master of 
Laws) in the European Civil Law System from 
NYU and did postgraduate work in law and 
economics at the University of Paris. If there 
is still such a thing as a Renaissance man, Ken 
Lipper is one. 

I didn’t learn all this directly from him, by 
the way; I learned it all from reading about him 
in preparing for an interview with him. | also 
learned he is a philanthropist, and for years 
was one of the most highly paid Wall Street 
executives in America. 

As a result, as I walked up the winding brick 
path to his home on Hook Pond, I wondered 
how I could get all of this into a brief interview 
for Dan’s Papers. So, as is my custom, I decided 
to begin at the beginning. 

Ken Lipper was born in the Bronx in 1941 
at a time when that borough was largely a 
family neighborhood. He grew up in a five- 
story walkup, where his grandmother had an 
apartment on the fifth floor and his mother 
and father and older brother occupied a one- 
bedroom apartment on the second. He and 
his brother slept in the bedroom. His parents 
slept in the living room on a pullout couch at 
night, and during the day it was a living room 
and the focus of family life. His father was a 
shoe salesman, his mother a school crossing 
_ guard, and he’d pass her every day when he 
walked to PS 50. It was an extended family, his 
neighborhood, with uncles, aunts, cousins and 
close friends living on other blocks nearby. 

“If my mother called me to come home from 
playing with my friends and | was five blocks 
away playing ball, the uncles and aunts and 
family friends would hear her shouting ‘Kenny, 
Kenny!,’ it would be passed along until finally | 
would get told to go home,” he says 

Main Street for him was Southern Boulevard 
and 174th Street. A special treat, a family outing, 
would be to go to lunch on Arthur Avenue, 
followed by a trip to Yankee Stadium, the 
Bronx Zoo, Alexander’s on Fordham Road or to 

-Loehmann’s. He went to Herman Ridder Junior 
High and then James Monroe High School, both 
nearby. He was a normal kid, he said, though 
smart. He was a “special progress” student who 
skipped seventh grade. 

I asked if he’d ever got in trouble. Most kids 
get in trouble one way or another. I know | did.

Renaissance Man 


I was astonished by his answer. 

“In our neighborhood, all the kids joined 
different street gangs. There were maybe seven 
of them.” 

“Did they have names?” 

“One was the Elsmere Alley Boys. My gang 
was the Redwings. I wore a black jacket with the 
name Redwings on the back in red with white 
piping around it. We’d go out late at night and 
sometimes get in fights in a schoolyard with the 
other gangs.” 

“Every night?” 

“Oh no. Maybe once in two months. It was 
generally about respect or girls. Somebody 
would dis somebody. There would need to be 
an apology. If it was not accepted, a gang fight 
would be scheduled and we’d all come.” 

“You had weapons?” 

“When I was a young teenager, we threw 
stones or bricks or swung clubs. The gang was 
everything. A few bigger kids had zip guns.” 

“People hurt?” 

“Sometimes. I have a scar on the top of my 
head where | was banged with a brick and I had 
to have stitches. Another scar, now gone, was 
on my forehead. It was a badge of honor to have 
to go to the hospital. My friend and neighbor Al 
Pacino was a Redwing. 

“In any case, the cops came to the schoolyard 
one night and lined all of us up against the wall 
and our parents and extended families poured 
into the street. We were facing the wall. My dad 
came over to me, grabbed me by the shoulder 
and turned me around and then hit me right 
in the jaw. I went down. My mother was there 
yelling stop, stop, and he did, but he pushed me 
up and all the way home, he cursed at me and 
kicked me. By separating me from the lineup 
he spared me a ride to the station house. The 
next morning, my mother called me over. She 
had my Redwings jacket, my most valuable 


possession, custom made in the Army-Navy 

Store, and with a pair of scissors, she made 

me watch as she cut it all up to ribbons.” 

Lipper received a scholarship to Columbia 
and fell in love with the intellectual life. He 
lived at home the first year and went by 
subway to school, a trip that took an hour 
and a half with four transfers. He read books 
on the commute. He felt at Columbia he had 
come in at a great disadvantage. Everyone in 
his class seemed to have already studied the 
classics. Many came from afar, from other 
states and countries. He’d taken trips out of 
the Bronx just a few times before he went to 
college, mostly class trips. 

“I think growing up in the Bronx I learned 
you had to get along with everybody, even 
those you didn’t like or disagreed with. It 
was one big family and everybody was going 
to always be in it, no expectations they’d be 
moving on. Columbia was something else, an 
awakening. There were kings and emperors 
and big tragic figures to learn about. | fell 

in love with it all. And | admired the lives my 
professors lived.” 

He went to see one of them, Henry Graff, 
a famous historian who was his advisor. “I 
feel behind everybody,” he told Graff. “Don’t 
worry,” Graff replied. “Our Bronx boys always 
do better than our Park Avenue boys in the 
long run.” ; 

Ken told his 
be a professor. 

“She said, ‘First make a living, then teach.” 

Lipper majored in History with a minor in 
Oriental Studies. He also joined the debate 
team. One day, he was invited to join one of 
four American debaters, one from a university 
in each geographic region, going to Japan. 
One side represented America. The other side 
represented the anti-establishment Japanese 
Zengakuren leftist student movement, the kids 
determined to occupy college buildings and 
block a U.S. Presidential visit, which they got. 

Lipper and his teammates had an audience 
with the Crown Prince and Princess, now the 
Emperor and Empress of Japan. They debated 
in universities all around Japan, in Tokyo, 
Osaka, Kyoto, Wakayama and Hiroshima, 
staying in dormitories. The burning question 
in the dormitory from the militant Japanese 
students was not political, but, “Do you really 
kiss girls in the U.S.?” 

For a summer job, college dean Dean Harry 
Carman got Ken a job interview with John 
D. Rockefeller. Rockefeller asked Ken why he 
wanted to work for him. “I want to watch 
you,” Ken said. Rockefeller turned to an aide 
and with a chuckle said, “He wants me to pay 
him to learn from me.” Rockefeller suggested 
Ken would learn more working for the Japan 
External Trade Organization, and arranged 
an interview. 

“I got to see firsthand how American consulting 
engineers working with Japanese industrial 
designers applying advanced American 
technology and Japanese miniaturization skills 
to create cutting-edge TVs. That’s how the 
US/Japan alliance rebuilt war-torn Japanese 
industry. I'd see (continued on next page) 
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RCA and Zenith TVs on a table, all their parts 
spread out and then re-envisioned.” The next 
summer he worked for Ruder & Finn, a New 
York PR agency that lobbied for Japan, serving 
as assistant to its president, Norman Weissman. 

It was in his first year at Harvard that a 
classmate of his introduced him to the woman 
who would become his wife. Evelyn was a 
freshman at Simmons College. He married her 
in June, days after graduation, and they went 
off to Paris to an apartment near the Bois de 
Boulogne. She would study biochemistry at 
the Pasteur Institute and cooking at a cooking 
school. He would study international law and 
economics at the University of Paris. 

After a year there, they returned home and 
settled into a one-bedroom apartment on 
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East 55th Street in Manhattan. Evelyn went to 
medical school and Ken got a job with a law firm. 
Then he worked in Washington for the Federal 
Government. A few years later, he went to Wall 
Street to become an investment banker, starting 
at Lehman Brothers and working his way up to 
partner in just two years. Subsequently he 
became partner at Salomon Brothers. Evelyn 
became a professor at Cornell Medical School. 

In 1982, the City of New York was in terrible 
financial trouble, skipping very close to 
bankruptcy, with bond investors either lending 
the City money at 14-18% interest or not at all. 
The City had lost its credit ratings. Mayor Ed 
Koch, elected to fix this mess, called Lipper, 
then 41, invited him to breakfast and asked him 
to advise him on what to do. 
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The city would have to cut services, fire 
people and increase tax collections. Koch had 
grown up in the Bronx. Lipper recalls Koch 
saying, “I don’t feel comfortable with the 
richies, | need you.’ I told him, ‘look if I come to 
work in City Hall, in a few years you'll kick me 
out, we both know that.’ And he said ‘that’s why 
you have to take this job.”” I agreed at first just 
to consult with the city on the side, but then 
he slipped a note under my townhouse door: ‘I 
need your body as well as your mind. I want you 
to be Deputy Mayor.’ So I went and took the job. 

“Koch had these incredible press conferences. 
The police had been cut back. The fire 
departments had been cut back. Garbage pick 
up had been cut back. He’d meet the press and 
say ‘I think this approach is idiocy, but if you 
hire experts you have to go with it.’ Sometimes 
I’'d doubt myself about what we had to do and 
I'd whisper that to him. ‘Don’t get soft on me 
now,’ he’d say. The press would say it’s so 
Draconian, there must be another approach. 
He’d say ‘It’s simple! If you don’t start paying 


the banks back, the banks won’t lend you any” 


more money!” 

After 3 years, much of the work done, Lipper 
left his deputy mayor job by mutual agreement 
and went on an archeological dig in Israel, then 
met his family for a safari in Kenya. When he 
got back, there was another remarkable call. 
“It came from Alex Ho, a Hollywood producer 
to Oliver Stone. He said Oliver Stone wanted to 
make a movie about Wall Street and government 
and you're the best guy to be the advisor for 
this. He wants to meet you. 

“My wife and I and our four girls got all 
dressed up to meet him at our townhouse 
on 70th Street, and there’s a knock on the 
door. It’s Oliver Stone. He’s wearing a short- 
sleeved Mobil Oil shirt and baggy black pants. 
We invited him up. He told me the story and 
described the characters. | told him it was too 
black-and-white, not realistic. It emphasized 
the retail brokerage business too much, and 
moviegoers wouldn't be interested in that. I 


told him what they’d be interested in was why . 


Ivan Boesky would steal a hundred million after 
already making a hundred million.” 

Stone stood up. “Well,” he said, “I don’t think 
this is going to work out.” And, without another 
word, he walked down the stairs and slammed 
the front door as he left. 

“That night, his producer calls me and says, 
‘Oliver really liked you. He wants you to do this. 
Write down your ideas, and I'll set up a dinner 
and you can go over them with him.’ I wrote 13 
pages. After a lengthy discussion over dinner 
he decided we would make a great team. He 
offered me the job. I gave it some thought. I 
had a New York lifestyle. | had sold my shares 
in Salomon Brothers for a big capital gain. 
And though I’d lose lots of Wall Street banker 
income doing a movie, I’m grounded in my skills 
and I can always go back to that. But it would be 
an adventure. I want life to be an adventure. So 
I took it. And boy was it a fabulous experience. 
I stood next to Oliver for the next 18 months; 
wherever he went, I went, to help select actors, 
write scenes, work with set designers to create 
realistic sets, help Oliver set up the shots... 
for example, I would tell him that a Wall Street 
trading floor should have clocks. There’s a time 
driven rhythm to how a Wall Street trading floor 
works. Start with a (Continued on page 86) 
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clock in the huge and crowded room, and pan 
down and work the scene from there.” 

Lipper is in four different scenes in the movie 
Wall Street. He has a line in one scene. It’s “Buy! 
Eighths and quarters won’t matter.” So he holds 
a SAG card. Wail Street is considered the best 
film ever made about the financial world. While 
working on the screenplay, Stone asked Lipper 
to write a book based on the story underlying the 
evolving screenplay. The book Wall Street was a 
big seller. 

In the years that followed, Lipper founded his 
own investment banking firm Lipper and Co., 
which was investing about $5 billion on behalf of 
institutions, high net worth individuals and its 
mutual funds. But he also continued his work in 
the arts. He wrote a novel called City Hall, then 


wrote a screenplay of it and produced the movie 
by that name starring his old high school buddy 
Al Pacino. It was a fictionalized portrayal based 
on his personal experiences and observations 
as deputy mayor. A few years later he read an 
excellent play and from it produced the movie 
The Winter Guest, about a mother and daughter 
who have a fractured relationship until both 


their husbands die and they have to cope with 


the grief and loneliness that followed. 

Then, in 1997, with Steven Spielberg as 
executive producer, he initiated and produced 
the documentary The Last Days, about the 
Hungarian government’s attempts to keep Hitler 
from killing that country’s Jews during WWII 
and Hitler’s evil determination to carry out the 
final solution. It won him an Academy Award. 
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For six years, Lipper taught an international 
economics course as an adjunct professor at 
Columbia’s School of International and Public 
Affairs, endowed college student scholarships 
to Harvard, Princeton and Columbia in the 
name of his mother, endowed a blood cancer 
research center at Dana Farber Cancer Institute, 
at Harvard University in honor of his older 
brother who died young, and re-established his 
investment banking firm after a huge setback. A 
portfolio manager of one of the funds at the firm 
had committed fraud and as a result went to jail. 
This caused Lipper to have to sell his firm and 
start over. (Lipper was sued in a civil action by 
some investors for their losses; he was found 
not to have been negligent in his supervision of 
the fraudulent employee or to have violated any 
laws and received $14 million in court-ordered 
restitution to cover his legal fees.) 

In 2013, at Governor Cuomo’s recom- 
mendation, Lipper was appointed to the Board 
of Commissioners of the Port Authority of 
New York and New Jersey. This Commission 
oversees all tunnels and bridges that cross the 
Hudson River, the three major airports, the 
New York/New Jersey docks, the PATH train, 
bus terminals and the World Trade Center. He 
has a major role developing the plan for the new 
LaGuardia Airport and Midtown Bus Terminal 
and recently, alone on the board at first, 
opposed giving $1.2 billion in Port Authority 
taxpayer’s money to private developer Larry 
Silverstein so he could build Tower Three at 
the World Trade Center site. The Port Authority 
had already spent $7 billion on the rebuilding of 
the World Trade Center, quite enough of public 
money, he said—Silverstein’s claim that the 
banks wouldn’t lend him the money to build 
was not an accurate reflection of the lending 
markets. He prevailed, the public money was 
never shelled out and, as Lipper predicted, 
Silverstein wound up getting the banks and. 
bond market to lend him the money. Today, 
the building is under construction with private 
money. As Chairman of the Governance and 
Ethics Committee, he has drafted a new Ethics 
Code for the Port Authority. 

Lipper has been coming to East Hampton for 
over 40 years. He has built a quiet and peaceful 
retreat adjacent to Hook Pond, and the house ~ 
sits behind a front-yard flower garden that 
sits adjacent to the brick path that leads to 
his front door. These gardens are modeled 
after renowned artist Claude Monet’s gardens 
at Giverny, outside of Paris. “I told Bayberry 
Landscapers to follow my photos of Monet’s 
Giverny gardens, with respect to the colors, 
density and relative heights of plants, while 
using deer-resistant plantings,” he says. 

His wife, now ex-wife, is a successful 
physician. His four daughters have established 
themselves in careers. Joanna teaches at 
Harvard and is up for an African Academy 
Award for her documentary about the Nigerian 
democracy movement, The Supreme Price. Julie 
founded the Julie Wilcox Method for wellness. 
Tamara was the White House Correspondent 
for Newsweek and is now a VP at Charter 
Communications. And Daniella was a managing 
director at Lehman Brothers and currently runs 
a charitable foundation. 

I spent two hours with Ken Lipper. He is 
funny, smart, hardworking and well meaning, 
and I’m very pleased to know him. gy

A blue platter peeks out of a succulent spread 
of oysters, shrimp and clams. Two boldly 
colored lemon wedges center the shimmering 
forefront composition, and a half glass of white 
wine, on the same large scale as the platter of 
food, reflects a blurry image of grasses in the 
background, but on a smaller scale—a row 
of bleached blade wisps that carry through 
the yellow of the lemons, and a row of rich 
green spikes beyond that, which sustain and 
enhance the theme of fecundity. A smaller- 
scale wooden ramp angles off the platter, as if 
it were a handle, and the ramp, in turn, directs 
the viewer to the painting’s high horizon line 
where a sandy shore in the far distance, houses 
indistinct along a sandy strip, separates blue 
sky and water. “Hamptons Weekend” provides 
three paintings as one, different styles, different 
objects and different perspectives. 


HONORING | 
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Unlike “Sisters,” a meticulously painted realistic 
scene, the most prominent part of “Hamptons 
Weekend” (indeed, the lower two thirds of 
the canvas) suggests a more impressionistic 
Charles Bourke Wildbank, yet the painting as a 
whole shows you engaging in both styles and 
imaginatively combining them 


Charles Bourke Wildbank 


is complete so as not to have it elude the 
artist when comments become premature and 
possibly spoil it. The muse defines a special 
relationship between intuition and execution, 
and naturally the artist becomes protective 
and reverent about it. Painting scenes and 
subjects comes naturally, and 


by way of contrasting scale. 


What were your thoughts or 
feelings as you determined to 
render the upper part of the 
painting in detailed brushwork 
and the major part of the 
painting, the sensually inviting 
platter of food, in a freer, 
looser manner? 

The painting’s subject matter 
was hyped up to bring any of 
the elements into surreal focus. 
I prefer to amplify colors as 
they appear, just to reflect 
the emotional engagement of 
the actual event, as if to entice the viewer. 
Sharpness of detail is employed as if to draw 
the viewer into the art. | paint many venues 
that cross my path...It is one of those extremely 
rare moments that I would say, “this is it” 
and paint that as a whole new period. That 
would be my surreal ocean scenes. There could 
be another new period or shore to embark 
upon and take off from. It [analyzing possible 
motives or sensations in doing a particular 
painting] is never shared until its manifestation 


the artist’s signature oozes with 
each stroke. It is more through 
feeling than through thought. 


What was the 
inspiration or prompt for 
“Hamptons Weekend?” 

The collector/host 
commissioned me to do a 
colorful still life picnic at his 
family’s waterfront home in the 
Hamptons. The object was to 
capture this ideal, wonderful 
fare. We made sure to open the 
wine, or that afternoon in the 
Hamptons among guests would 
not have been complete. The host wanted an 
artist to show up to capture the color and 
textures on a large canvas, so as to suspend that

seemes decidedly the opposite. You made it 
into class? Awesome! You’re not in? Luckily, 
the East End offers many opportunities to take 
advantage of the natural beauty, and to get a 
pretty solid workout. 

No one knows that better than stand up 
paddleboarding instructor extraordinaire 
Evelyn O’Doherty, a former school teacher who 
fell in love with SUPping and surfing and now 
teaches lessons and camps in each. 

This year, Outside magazine ranked the 
Hamptons as the most relaxing place to standup 
paddleboard in the country. More than being a 
leisurely activity though, standup paddling is a 
total body workout, improving core strength, 
cardio and balance. 

Evelyn and I began a recent day by paddling ¢ — 
at Louse Point in East Hampton. We picked 
a particularly windy morning. As I got on my 
board and felt the current immediately propel 
me, I knew that this would be both a relaxing 
and an intense way to start the morning. 

O’Doherty is an experienced paddler, entering 
numerous SUP races per year—and training 
in the Hamptons waters year-round. At our 
session, she offered the below tips for getting 
the most out of standup paddleboarding: 

1. When paddling, there’s no need to pull 
your paddle any farther than your feet. The 
energy expended by paddling the remainder of 
the way, the equivalent to most of the length of 
the board, is not worth the small amount you'll 
propel yourself forward. 

2. The paddle should remain as perpendicular 
to the water as much as possible. I had been 
putting my paddle in at a bit of an angle, so 
changing my form felt a little unnatural, but I 
immediately noticed the difference in power. 

3. Dig deep. Be conscious of how deep your 
paddle is in the water. I often found that I was 
only paddling with my paddle halfway in the — 
water and therefore only getting the benefits of | 
half of my stroke. 

4. That I should do the 10th annual Block 
Challenge. Evelyn had me at “they throw bagels 
to you while you’re on your board.” Despite 
my anxieties over being a beginner in an open- 
ocean paddle, Evelyn, who has completed the 
challenge numerous times, seemed to think 
that I could be equipped to do it. I’m still 
considering!

Shelter Island Cricket Match Supports Its Own

he Shelter Island Cricket Club (SICC) hosts its 

annual fundraiser match on July 25. A hidden 
philanthropic gem on the East End, the SICC has 
been performing since 2012. It was co-founded by 
Shelter Island locals David Shillingford and Gareth 
Jones. One of the few cricket clubs on Long Island 
and the only cricket club on the East End, SICC 
makes up for its small size with a big annual game 
that involves the entire Shelter Island community. 
The club hosts the annual game between the team 
“Shelter Island” and the aptly named team, the “Rest 
of the World.” Players on the “Rest of the World” team 
come out from all over the East Coast and several 
foreign countries. The Shelter Island team is typically 
composed of Shelter Island residents or people with 
local connections. 

Cricket is not well-known in the United States, but 
the game isn’t as incredibly confusing as it would 
seem—if you take the time to study the game, the 
rules would leave you only mildly confused. Although 
it’s considered the predecessor to baseball, it’s in no 
way primitive, as it has more complex rules. The 
pitcher, or the “bowler,” has the goal of knocking 
down the “stumps,” the three sticks behind the 
batsmen the pitcher throws towards. But while 
cricket may seem unclear and complicated to the 
average spectator, SICC makes sure that its match is 
an event that anyone can enjoy. 

Chaloner Chute, the co-owner of Chaloner of 
the Hamptons and an avid cricket enthusiast, was

thrilled to share details on the game. He 
says that SALT Waterfront Bar and Grill 
will cater the event, along with various 
vendors in tents selling cold craft beers 
and other delectables. SICC events support 
the Shelter Island Ambulance Foundation. 
“Because of the remoteness of Shelter 
Island, many of the Shelter Island players 
feel it is imperative to maintain a well- 
funded volunteer ambulance program,” 
says Chute. “As they get older, they want 
to know they are in good hands.” Last year 
the event raised over $15,000, allowing 
the Shelter Island Ambulance Foundation 
to purchase two automated chest 
compression machines to be used in two

While cricket games can go on for several days, 
SICC understands that as New Yorkers, we simply 
don’t have the time for that and limits each game to 
around four to five hours. During the games it hosts 
on the day of its annual fundraiser, Shillinger notes 
that “the crowds are packed with cricket enthusiasts, 
beer connoisseurs and families that brings their kids 
to watch and attend the surrounding carnival.” While 
it may not be a formal cricket match in the strictest 
sense because of the time cuts, it does an amazing 
job of packing all the joy you'd experience from

Paul Reiser Returns to Bay Street July 20

hen comedian and actor Paul Reiser 

first performed at Bay Street Theater 
two summers ago, he was just getting back into 
stand-up comedy after a 20-year break. 

Stand-up had jumpstarted his career in the 
1980s. Just as comedy led to opportunities 
‘in film and television then—including the 
hit 1990s show Mad About You—his return to 
the stage has had the same effect. 

“When I focused on the stand-up, the other 
things happened as well,” he says. 

He now has a recurring character on FX’s 
Married and has joined the cast of Amazon 
Studios’ Red Oaks, produced by Steven 
Soderbergh, which is currently filming in 
Westchester and New Jersey. He’s featured ina 
number of upcoming films, including Concussion 
with Will Smith and Alec Baldwin and Miles with 
Molly Shannon. 

Reiser explains that he was content for 
several years to stay at home, writing and 
producing projects that he was not acting in. It 
was only in the last three years that he returned 
to stand-up “for my own entertainment” and 
other interesting projects started to come his 
way, he says. 

It didn’t come easy, though. 

“It took about a year to sort of get the muscle 
back, where | felt comfortable enough just to go 
out and start working,” Reiser says of stand- 
up. “And even then, as I say, it reminds me of 
when I first started, in that you never get on 
stage and feel like, ‘Okay, now I know how to do 
this.’ What happens is, you go, ‘Okay, I think I 
got that, but then that other part fell apart. Now 
I know how to change that.’ It’s a moving target, 
and it’s part of what | love about stand-up. 


You're always trying to fine tune it and always _ 


trying to perfect it.” 

Reiser’s comedy is derived from his personal 
life. “I always tell my wife and kids that I have to 
keep them because I'd have no act if I lived by 
myself,” he quips. 

It’s the material he’s naturally drawn to, and 
it works for him. “People laugh because they 
recognize their lives. You may be talking about 
yourself, but you’re invariably talking about 
everybody.” There’s universality, he says; it’s 
rare to be the only person who’s had a thought, 
feeling or experience. 

Mad About You was based on his life and 
marriage as well. He says the show worked best 
the closer his character’s personality came 
to his personality. “There is something better 
about it when it’s truthful,” he says. 

So when audiences who are familiar with 
Mad About You see Reiser on stage, they won’t 
be surprised. 

“Nobody’s going to come to my stand-up and 
say, ‘Man that’s not who | was expecting.’ If you 
_ had any preconception at all you’re going to 
say, ‘Yeah, that’s the guy,” he says. “Hopefully, 
they’re coming because they like that guy— 
they enjoyed what the saw. Nobody’s coming 
because they don’t like that guy.” 

Reiser says there is a long tradition of 


television executives approaching 
stand-up comics to develop series. “I 
think the reason they do that is there 
is a built-in persona. They expect 
that if they can translate what a 
comedian is about on stage, we’re 
going to have a successful comedy.” 
And successful it was. Mad About You 
garnered five Emmy nominations for 
outstanding comedy series and six 
lead actor nominations for Reiser.

Oo ver the course of his prolific and celebrated 
acting career, Sag Harbor’s Gerard Doyle has 
played hundreds of roles, from men to women to 
children to fantastical creatures like dragons.

Doyle’s agent then got him a job with Recorded 
Books, an audiobook publishing company, narrating 
A Star Called Henry by Roddy Doyle (no relation). 
“They gave it to me, bless their hearts. I didn’t know 
much about it—so little, in fact that after I finished I 
had to rerecord the first 60 pages!” Doyle says. “The 
contrast was marked, I must say. It was very stilted. 
But it won an award!” : 

Doyle won an AudioFile Earphones Award. “We 
went back to England shortly afterward, and I heard 
that AudioFile Magazine had given me an award. They 
review 75-80 books every two months. It’s very nice. 
I've received nearly 30 awards since.” Doyle also 
won an Audio Publishers Association Award. “It’s the 
audiobook Oscars—but not nearly as prestigious.” 
Doyle won the 2007 Audio Publishers Association 
Award for The Dead Yard, by Adrian McKinty. Doyle’s 
recorded all of McKinty’s work since.

the Melbourne, Australia-based McKinty via Skype. 
Doyle has researched various languages and dialects 
for McKinty’s books; for Falling Glass, he had to learn 
Shelta, a somewhat obscure Irish language. “I called 
[McKinty] and asked about it and he said, ‘I don’t 
f—ing know!” Doyle laughs. Doyle eventually found 
a professor who speaks Shelta and worked on his 
narration through Skype.

Fans of fantasy young adult novels will likely 
recognize Doyle’s voice from Christopher Paolini’s 
Inheritance Cycle series. The series’ first title, Eragon, 
was made into a film and presented Doyle with a 
unique challenge. “[Eragon] was released in both 
print and audio before the movie,” says Doyle. “The 
voice | chose for the dragon was kind of gravelly. For 
the movie, they chose this soft, feminine voice. Some 
readers have criticized my choice. [As more books 
were released] more and more dragons appeared. 
And of course, then Paolini, out of mischief, started 
writing descriptions like ‘this dragon’s voice is very 
deep.’ Finally during the fourth book, he gave me 
information on the language and voices.” 

Doyle is also a fixture at the Ross School. “I love 
the fact that we integrate theater into the classroom,” 
he says. “It’s extraordinary. Many students literally 
find their voices during the work that we do. There’s 
a performance element built into the work that I do 
with each grade. Some projects push them outside 
their comfort.zone and many of them volunteer 
for the extracurricular shows.” This spring, Ross 
presented Chicago. “They're really dedicated, which 
is great,” says Doyle. \ 


Doyle’s dedication has kept him busy

In The Gallows, the plotline goes 
that 20 years ago, a high school production of a 
play—also called The Gallows—suffered from a prop 
malfunction that caused the death of a student. Now, 
20 years later, they’ve decided to do the same play 
again as a kind of tribute. Needless to say, this isn’t 
a good idea. What happens next is a lot more than a 
prop malfunction.

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Tick, Tick, Tick, Boom! It’s a Mast Year Here 


BY JEANELLE MYERS 


My co-workers and | have been 
picking off ticks, common 
enough given the work we do. 
We hate them and are repulsed 
by them, but sometimes forget 
to spray. At the beginning of 
the season, I heard that there 
was to be more than the usual 
numbers of ticks because the 
year before last was a mast 
year. 

A “mast year” is an 
extraordinary phenomenon in which all seed- 
bearing trees in a large area produce many more

the Northeast (which explains the mats of maple 
seedlings on some properties where I work). There 
are scientists studying this phenomena and they 
have not discovered why trees do this. It is not 
caused by weather variations. It is probably not that 
trees are trying to starve some predators in non- 
mast years and then overwhelm diminished numbers 
the next year by producing an overabundance. 
And how do many different varieties coordinate 
mast production at the same time? Nonetheless the 
results of this massive seed production affect us. 

More seeds mean more food for animals. More 
food means more animals. More animals mean more 
hosts for ticks! I knew that there was a connection 
between animals and ticks but after some research, | 
now know how that works. 

After hibernating during the winter, adult female 
ticks lay thousands of eggs on the ground. They 
hatch into larvae and look for their first “blood 
meal.” That is what it is called...gross! This host will 
be a small mammal, their favorite being white-footed 
mice. This is where the significance of mast years 
begins...more seeds and acorns, more mice and 
more hosts for tick larvae. If the mouse has a tick- 
born disease, the larvae ingests it. 

When the larva has had its fill, it drops to the 
ground and lies dormant until the next spring 
when it sheds its skin/exoskeleton and. becomes 
a nymph. At this stage, it still feeds on mice and 
also other animals such as birds, deer, dogs, cats 
and HUMANS. When it has had its fill at this stage, 
it drops to the ground, sheds its skin again and 
becomes an adult looking for a blood host. Ticks can 
pick up a disease from an infected host at any stage 
of its life and can pass it on from nymph to adult to 
any mammal. 

The adults mate on the host (again, gross). The 
male dies and the female feeds until sated and then 
falls to the ground and lays eggs. When there are 
fewer small mammals, fewer larvae find hosts upon 
hatching, hence fewer ticks after non-mast years. 
There can never be too few for me. 

It seems that very cold winters should 
kill some ticks—but they don’t. Ticks hibernate, eve 
under snow. ae 

So while deer play a large role in ticks’ lives, 
it is the white-footed mouse that is the greatest 
villain as he starts the infection. And because of 
all of the development in this area, we have few 
predators left. There are no coyotes and the fox 
population diminishes every year. Fortunately 
there are still hawks and eagles. Controlling the 
white-footed mouse population would help control 
the tick population. 

Tubes containing Damminix are available and 
can be placed around your property. They contain 
chemical-infused cotton that mice use to build nests, 
so when the larvae enter...boom! a.
